"In addition, ire have been able to return to . 
some places where, for years, we have not had 
On Officer. When The Army left these places 
there were uodoohtcdly justifiable reasons for 
oui retiring, foT a time. The reasons were var- 
ied. Tbere were cases where the population bad 
decreased very considerably. I think another 
reason, aod perbap^ the chief reason, was the 
fact, that in a rapidly-growing country like 
Canada wc opened oew places, giving to us a 
larger opportunity than in some small towns, 
where we were established. These places we 
ran as Outposts until they grew larger, or nntil 
we could talic up regular Corps work again. 

"However, there is a sense tit which we have 
canght up again, and we have now turned our 
attention to the places from which we withdrew 
years ago, for greater opportunities elsewhere. 
Take for example, last year; we re-opened 
under this heading llTidgewatcT, Pugwash, 
...Clark's Harbour/Odessa, and Liverpool, N.S." 

"Are there any other openings in prospect?" 

"Yes, there are other places under'eonsidera- 
tion, and quite as good opportunities, if not- bet- 
ter, than some of those described. Fot example, 
Brigadier Rawling has before him the opening 
of London III., and other Divisional Comman- 
ders have live propositions in this connection." 
OUT OF SMALt CORPS 

"Da you thinlc The Army is justified in open- 
ing up in these small places?" 

"1 certainly do. Memory you know, Mr, 
Editor, is .treacherous sometimes, and people 
realty seem to forget 'the good that has been 
. done. For example, there was a certain," town in 
this Territory from which The Army had with- 
drawn for some years." It seemed to he a hope- 
less struggle. There were certain conditions 
which made the Work almost impossible, and

"Wc" understand that The Army's Work for 
the troops is also included iu your Department?" 

"Yes. Both the Commissioner and the Chief 
Secretary have given much attention to this side 
of things, and we have reason to feel that The 
Salvation Army stands ii\ a position to-day 
regarding this aide of things that is certainly 
splendid. Staff-Captain Wliiiii, ' whu in the most 
recent Officer recormnended by the Commis- 
sioner to the authorities to late up a position as 
Chaplain, has |iad a good Summer's work, and 
hundreds of men have hecn converted. However, 
as you will know, lie has now been ordered to 
proceed with the troops overseas in the capa- 
city of Chaplain. We expect he will return to 
Toronto when this mission has been carried out. 
The other day General Logic, through the Chief 
Chaplain (Colonel Williams), handed over to 
him the responsibility of looking after the spirit- 
ual welfare of the invalided soldiers at the hospi- 
tal at -the Exhibition Camp, where there is 
accommodation for 740 men.

KOREA! What memories the 
very name recalls, of Seoul the 
capital city, with its people dressed 
in the national white robes, or in 
rainbow'hued garments dyed with '' 
various beautiful tints. 

Other happy memories arc of last 
year's Boom March over the sunny 
hills and valleys, and hy the narrow 
paths across the rice fields, to the 
villages, where wc talked to such 
crowds and saw such wonderful Sal-

This year the spring rains did not 
come, and the country is threatened 
with a serious famine. The price of 
rire has doubled .within a compara- 
tively short period, and some of our 
Officers and Soldiers are hard put 
to it indeed.

At Aututig, on tbe borders of 
Korea, the kind Japanese who keeps 
the little refreshment room and 
curio store on the station platform, 
recognized me at once, from last 
year's visits. As before, he abso- 
lutely refused any payment for my 
tea and toast, pointing to the char- 
acters inscribed on my can-band, 
which means "Save the World 
Army," by way of an explanation. I 
imagine there is an interesting story 
in the background somewhere, but 
as I cannot speak Japanese I was 
unable to find out how and where he 
met The Army, Or what be knew 
about .is. May he receive his reward 1 

On arriving, at Seoul it was de- 
lightful to receive a kind welcome 
front" Colonel" and Mrs. French, 1 
Major aud Mrs. Home, and other 
"comrades.

meeting with the Officers and Cart'

nese Corps; besides a visit to the 
Girls' Industrial School, which was. 
transferred to The Army's care last 
year, and I was able to note the pro-, 
gress which has been made. 

The little Korean girls in the In- 
dustrial School seem to have a 
happy time, to judge by the merry 
noise they make when at play. They 
learn lessons in tbe morning, and in 
the afternoon they are taught Que 
sewing under the skilful tuition of 
some of our Scaudinavian Officers. 
The "mere man" gazed with admira- 
tion upon the stores of dainty work 
in the cupboards, stitcbed hy the 
fingers of little girls who were unac- 
quainted with the use of the needle 
a short time ago, 

Vint to Yong Don; 

Another journey of five hours to 
the South brought mc to Yoog 
Dong. Two days, one of ihcm a 
Sunday, were Spent here, and three 
Corps "visited. Our Sunday morn- 
ing'. 1 ; tramp took us five miles up 
the valley to a country Corps called 
Kakij where a blind Lieutenant is in 
charge. In spite of the military- 
sounding name, it was a peaceful 
place enough, ou this hot summer 
morning. The men and women, 
crowded the little Hall, sitting on 
the clean mats on the floor, shoes 
being left at the doors. 

The two sexes sit in different parts 
of the Hall, with a slight dividing 
curtaiu between them, hut the 
speaker can see both parts of the 
audience. The little brown children, 
almost, or quite, innocent of cloth- 
iog, sat on mother's or father's 
knee; whilst we read tbe story of, 
Zacchacus who "climbed into a mnl- 
beny tree/' as the Korean Bible 
says, in order that he might 'see 
Jesus," and in this humble place the 
little company of Salvationists saw. 
Him, tool 

In the evening we went three or 
four miles in another direction to a 
Corps where a Japanese Cadet and 
wife are in chaijt. We passed the 

shapeless stone block set up at the 

entrance to the village under a little 
thatched roof, as an emblem oi devil 
-worship. Although there had only 
been twenty-four hours' notice of- 
our visit, all preparations had been, 
made for a good time. There was a 
written notice up In the village, and 
the outlying Societies had been in- 
formed. Straw mats had been laid 
ou the ground in front of the Hall 
for the congregation to sit on. The 
Army Flag was flying, and extra 
lights had been borrowed. 

Have No Clocks ' 

At this time of the year the people 
work late, and do not cook and eat 
their evening rice till perhaps cigtit 
o'clock. Not possessing, docks, or 
watches, they come' along -to the 
meeting after tbe meal is disposed- 
of, so that we cannot begin until 
the time when you Westerners are 
thinking: of going borne; About 

- nine o'clock .we take scats on the 
veranda, and start the children sing- ' 
ing in. Korean and English, for they 

:knbw "Yes, Jesus loves me," and one 
or-'two other choruses. 
We began the meeting, but at 9,30 

. a contingent arrived, singing, front 

. another -Tillage, and we finished at 
10l30 with seven men who hold up
